P  R  E  F  A  C  E 


With  the  innumerable  infirmities  that 
a  (Tail  our  perifhable  frame,  we  have  in 
addition  to  lament,  that  the  very  means 
ufed  to  foften  and  ameliorate  our  totter¬ 
ing  fyftem  will  not  only  fail  frequently 
of  the  intended  good,  but  of  themfelves 
fdmetimes  create  new  fources  of  decay. 

That  fo  valuable  a  medicine  as  mer¬ 
cury  fhould  be  attended  with  this  incon¬ 
venience  is  much  to  be  lamented,  but 
bis  a  matter  of  great  confolation  that 
this  effcdt  is  comparatively  rare  with  the 
extent  and  advantages  of  its  ufe — and 

O 

that  a  timely  precaution  by  knowing  the 
exiftence  and  nature  of  the  prefent 
difeafe  will  prevent,  in  by  far  the  greater 
number  of  cafes,  its  baneful  confequences* 

A3  I  have 
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I  have  had  an  opportunity  of  feeing 
many  inftances  of  this  complaint,  about 
twenty  in  the  Locke  and  Stephen’s 
Hofpital  of  Dublin,  and  Infirmary  of 
Edinburgh;  and  the  following  defcrip- 
tion  has  been  made  of  my  own  obferva*- 
tions  on  thefe,  and  of  communications 
from  feme  medical  friends — - 

The  want  of  a  precedent  to  follow4 
(no  publication  being  ever  made  on  the 
fubjed)  has  rendered  it  a  matter  of  con- 
fide'rable  difficulty  to  compile  a  fatisfac- 
toty  hiftory ;  however,  ?tis  hoped,  that 
the  accuracy  of  the  fads  will  atone  for  its 
other  i'mperfedions,

IVjlANY  praddtioriers,  with  whom  1 
converfed  on  this  fubjedr,  have  confide  red 
it  an  hofpital  difeafe,  and  peculiar  to  the 
Locke  of  Dublin ;  but  the  reception  of 
feme  patients,  not  only  into  that  but 
into  Stephen's  hofpital,  while  actually 
labouring  under  the  difeafe,  and  who  by 
their  own  confeflion,  had  been  feized  in 
their  private  dwellings  during  the  ufe  of 
mercury,  fufficiently  difapproves  both  no¬ 
tions  ^  befides  ’tis  not  uncommon,  in  the 
infirmary  of  Edinburgh — two  fatal  cafes 
of  this,  as  well  as  I  can  colled:,  occurred 
to  Dr.  Gregory,  while  clinical  profeffor. 

I  have  feen  there  myfelf  a  well  marked 
cafe.

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It  lias  alfo  been  coniidered  a  fbecies  of 

a 

lues,  both  being  obferved  mod  generally 
combined,  this  however  is  not  owing  to 
any  conned  ion  between  them,  but  becaufe 
mercury,  which  I  look  on  as  the  chief 
caufe,  is  in  that  complaint  moil  ex  ten  - 
lively  employed. 

In  the  commencement  his  a  difeafe. 
of  the  cuticle,  during  its  progrcfs,  how¬ 
ever,  when  fuperficjal  ulcerations  take 
place,  the  cutis  alfo  becomes  affeded — -it 
pafles  mod  generally  through  three  prin¬ 
cipal  diftind  dages,  which  I  take  the 
liberty  of  denominating  the  eruptive, 
defquamative,  and  incruded. 

The  firft  of  thefe  is  didinguifhed  by 
an  eruption;  fometimes  of  a  deep  red, 
and  at  other  times  of  a  bright  red  colour, 
variable  in  form  and  magnitude ;  the 
pimples  are  in  general  of  the  fame  fize  as 
in  mealies,  either  diftind  elevated  and 

rough 
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rough  to  the  touch  ;  containing  at  times 
a  pale  or- white  fern  in,  or  they  are  broader 
and  more  confluent,  and  at  times  there 
only  appears  a  fuffufion,  which  in  one  cafe 
was  of  a  purple  colour— though  a  few 
patients  reported  to  me  that  the  fuffufion 
was  the  firft  appearance,  yet  I  fufpe£t 
that  a  papular  eruption  preceded,  for  I 
have  often  obferved  the  altitudes  of  the 
pimples  gradually  to  decline,  and  the 
bafes  to  enlarge  until  it  had  the  ap* 
pearance  of  a  compleat  fuffufion  or 
eryfepelatous  rednefs  3  at  firfl  it  appears 
on  the  inflde  of  the  thighs  near  the  place 
rubbed  with  the  mercurial  ointment, 
then  gradually  on  the  face,  back  of  the 
hands  and  wrift,  pit  of  the  flomach,  and 
frequently  at  once  over  the  whole  body 
- — the  hairy  fcalp  even  is  not  always  ex¬ 
empt  from  it.  The  difeafe  is  obferved 

.  to 
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to  be  moft  fevere  where  the  febaceous 
glands  are  moft  numerous. 

This  ftage  generally  lafts  from  ten  to 
fourteen  days,  occafionally  however  there 
is  fame  variation  in  its  duration,  and  is 
attended  with  fevere  fymptoms  of  pyrexia,  * 
as  quick nefs- of  pulfe,  heat  of  fkin,  head- 
ach,  thirft,  delirium,  alternate  cold  and  * 
hot  fits,  and  almoft  conftantly  with 
fevere paroxyfms  of  itchinefs,  with  aprick- 
ling  pain  of  the' foies  of  the  feet,  and  a 
fort  of  fenfation  which  the  patients  have 
compared  with  that  excited  by  the  ap¬ 
plication  of  nettles  j  the  moft  elevated 
papilke  are  the  moft  itchy.  This  erup¬ 
tion  in  one  or  two  inftances  receded  and 
reappeared  with  fhivering.c 

SECOND  STAGE. 

Is  diftinguifhed  by  numberlefs  thin 
fteaky  fcales,  of  a  dirty  white  colour,  with 

the  ■ 
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the  other  fymptoms,  fuch  as  fever,  it  chi- 
nefs,  tumors,  &c.  continuing ;  when  the 
difeafe  runs  through  its  whole  courfe, 
this  ftage  is  found  to  laft  for  a  fortnight 
and  upwards,  during  the  whole  of  which 
a  newr  cuticle  is  fo  quickly  generated,  and 
the  cuticular  laminae  thrown  off  in  fuch 
immenfe  quantities,  that  the  bed  and 
bed-cloths  become  literally  ftrewed  over, 
and  hence  a  fource  of  much  irritation 
and  uneafinefs  to  the  patient.  Towards 
the  clofe  of  this  ftage,  the  fever  gradually 
affumes  more  and  more  the  typhous 
nature,  deep  fiffures  or  cracks  are  fome- 
times  formed  in  the  cuticle,  which  in 
thefe  cafes  becomes  parched  and  elallic 
to  the  feel,  and  as  if  elevated  from  the 
fubjacent  parts ;  about  this  period  an 
exudation  begins  to  take  place  and  many 
incmfcations  are  formed  principally  in 
the  moffc  corrugated  parts — -as  the  fcro- 
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turn,  angles  of  the  eyes  and  lips*  of  the 
elbows*  &c.  in  cafes,  however*  when  the 
papilfe  were  filled  with  ferum*  incrufta- 
tions  were  formed,  (which  happen  prin¬ 
cipally  in  the  extremities*  efpecially  the 
lower)  in  thefe  places  before  any  def- 
quamation  appeared,  and  afterwards  a 
defquamation  appeared  on  the  trunk— 
the  exudations  favour  confiderably  the 
formation  of  thefe  crufts  at  this  time 
the  Surface  becoming  raw  and  expofed 
to  great  irritation  from  the  bed-cloths 
and  cuticular  flakes*  produces  reftleflhefs, 
anxiety  and  wakefulnefs*  and  a  fource  of 
additional  torment,  the  fkin  adheres  to 
the  bed-cloths,  a  very  peculiar  and  dis¬ 
agreeable  fetor  arifes*  which  cannot  fail 
of  making  an  impreflion  on  the  bye- 
ftandersj  but*  with  which  I  know  no¬ 
thing  to  compare— — now  every  thing 
wears  the  mo  ft  aggravated  form*  and 


now 
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now  the  laft  ftage,  which  has  been  de« 
nominated  the  incrufted,  begins  to  be 
formed, 

In  this  the  furface  of  the  body  being 
left  raw  and  expofed  by  the7  continual 
defquamation  exudes  a  thin,  (harp,  foetid 

fluid,  which  is  foon  lucceeded  by  ill  con- 

\ 

ditioned  and  apparently  putrid  incrufta- 
tions,  almoft  fheeting  over  the  whole 
body,  and  of  a  dirty  white  colour,  as  if 
rubbed  with  fulphur,  which  may  poiTibly 
be  owing  to  the  admixture  of  fome  un* 
cleannefs  on  the  fkin. 

But  the  mod:  miferable  part  of  the 
patient’s  fufferings  ftill  awaits  him  on  the 
falling  off  of  thefe  : — a  raw  and  unprotec¬ 
ted  fkin  is  now  expofed  to  frefh  irritation  5 
the  poor  tortured  fufferer  is  relieved  by* 
no  pofture,  the  bed-cloths  hardened  with 
this  foetid  ichorous  difeharge,  confpire 
with  the  heaps  of  cuticular  flakes  to  allow 
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no  refpite  to  his  mifery.  In  the  courfe 
of  the  difeafe,  coftivenefs  is  no  uncom¬ 
mon  fymptom,  which  on  the  leaft  mif- 
rnanagementis  difpofed  to  terminate  in  di¬ 
arrhoea,  and  this  accompanied  either  with 
delirium,  or  great  emaciation,  or  gan¬ 
grene,  or  anafarca,  foon  ciofes  the  fcene. 
— Frequently  the  callous  cuticle  of  the 
feet  or  hands  comes  off  entire  like  a  flioe 
or  glove,  and  of  confiderable  thicknefs, 
and  any  venereal  ulcers  that  happen  to 
exift  become  gangrenous,  and  the  Ikin 
livid  and  fwollen.  I  have  never  feen  any 
ulcerations  or  incruftations  on  the  back 
though  it  frequently  defquamates,  a  lin¬ 
gular  circumflance  indeed,  and  a  fortu¬ 
nate  one  to  the  patient,  to  whom  every 
other  pofition  proves  frequently  a  torment. 

The  duration  of  this  ftage  is  very 
variable,  fometimes  it  lads  for  a  month, 
fo  that  ’tis  not  uncommon  for  the  difeafe 

under 
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•under  the  different  ftages  to  lad  for  two 
months,  or  even  longer. 

Here  I  mu  ft  obferve,  that  the  ftages 
are  not  always  diftindt,  but  much  inter¬ 
woven  with  one  another,  and  that  the 
above  is  a  defcription  of  the  mod  fevere 
forms,  under  which  the  difeafe  appears. 

The  circumftances  mentioned  under 
the  head  of  Prognoiis  will  ferve  to  point 
the  milder  ones. 

’Tis  both  curious  and  lingular,  that  in 
this  high  febrile  ftate  with  immenfe 
third  and  heat  of  fkin,  occafional  naufea 
and  delirium,  the  appetite  in  a  few 
cafes  has  not  only  been  unimpared  but 
even  voracious. 

This  difeafe,  as  the  name  implies, 
arifes  from  the  ufe  of  mercury ;  I  have 
never  feen  or  heard  of  its  exidence,  but 
in  fuch  as  were  under  the  influence  of 
that  mineral,  and  almod  every  prepara- 

b  z  tion 
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tion,  even  when  adminiftred  in  the  moft 
moderate  defes,  have  produced  it,  which 
entirely  banilhes  the  idea  of  its  anting 
from  an  intemperate  ufe  of  that  me¬ 
dicine  ;  in  one  it  followed  the  ufe  of 
three  or  four  pills,  in  another  a  fingle 
rubbing,  in  fome  after  half  an  ounce,  an 
ounce,  &c.  of  the  ointment,  in  regular 
dofes  of  a  drachm  to  males,  and  half  a 
drachm  to  females ;  yet  it  muft  be  con- 
feffed,  that  fome  few  have  doubled  the 
quantity  prefcribed  in  order  to  expedite 
their  cure  ;  one  patient  acknowledged  it^ 
to  me  on  the  appearance  of  this  difeafe* 
— But  this  artifice  could  not  have  been 
praflifed  by  all,  both  from  the  general 
poverty  of  hofpital  patients  and  confe- 
quent  inability  of  procuring  fuch  fupply, 
and  alfo  from  the  dread  of  exceeding  the 
phyfician’s  order. 

Nor  can  it  be  afcribed  to  cold  while 
under  the  influence  of  this  medicine, 

the 
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the  greater  number  of  the  cafes  I  have  had 
an  opportunity  of  feeing  were  feized  witii 
it  in  the  Locke,  and  at  fummer,  who 
upon  the  drifted  enquiry,  could  have 
had  no  opportunity  of  being  expofed  to 
cold  or  moiflure ;  indeed  they  are  never 
allowed  to  leave  the  hofpital  without 
per  million. 

Nor  could  the  mere  refpiration  of  a 
mercurial  atmofphere,  as  fome  imagined, 
have  of  itfelf  produced  it,  (though  I  am 
fatisded  it  favours  its  production,  and 
contributes  to  the  aggravation  of  it  when 

GO 

formed,)  fome  having  been  feized  with 
it  in  their  dwellings  and  received  under 
it  into  the  hofpital,  and  none  of  the 
attendants  in  thefe  places  being  ever 
found  to  labour  under  it. 

I  can  only  affign  it  to  fome  peculiar 
iritability  of  the  fyftem  excited  by  mer¬ 
cury,  but  what  preparation  is  lead  likely 
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to  awaken  this  is  dill  a  quedion  ; — the 
blue  pill,  calomel,  corr.  fublimate,  the 
ointment  of  the  cinereous  proecipitate— 
the  blue  ointment,  have  all  individually- 
produced  it ;  it  has  appeared  mod  gene¬ 
rally  after  the  lad,  perhaps  as  being 
mod  in  ufe.  I  have  'feeii  a  very 
lingular  cafe  of  an  infant,  only  a  few 
weeks  old,  having  had  it  feverely  from 
fuckling  its  mother  who  had  been  under 
a  mercurial  courfe  for  feme  vene¬ 
real  fymptoms.  The  heat  of  fummer 
feems  to  contribute  very  much  to  its 
evolution,  it  had  been  very  frequent 

-a 

during  the  hot  fummer  of  1801,  and  in 
general  appears  only  in  fummer. 

An  eruption  during  the  inflamatory 
adtiori  of  mercury  is  far  from  being  un¬ 
frequent,  and  this  may  be  the  fame 
aggravated  by  the  continuation  of  mer¬ 
cury  or  fome  other  mismanagement, 
or  by  fome  idiofyncrafy  of  conditution.

Dr.  Gregory  of  Edinburgh  fpeaks  of 
it  as  a  fpecies  of  eryfipelas,  to  which 
fome  cafes  a  little  before  the  defquama- 
tion  bear  a  marked  refemblance,  but  the 
name  here  adopted  and  firft  given  it  by 
Dr.  Stokes,  profeffor  in  the  Uritverfity  of 
Dublin,  feem  to  be  more  appropriate  to 
the  genera]  nature  of  the  difeafe. 

Some  gentlemen  imagine  that  there 
are  two  fpecies  of  it,  one  peculiar  to  the 
venereal  ulcer  which  extends  more  gra¬ 
dually  over  the  body,  the  other  to 
gonorrhoea,  more  hidden  and  more  fe- 
vere  in  its  effects ;  this  diflindtion  I  have 
never  been  fortunate  enough  to  difcover  j 
perhaps  in  this  manner  varieties  of  it 
may  be  multiplied  to  infinity.  I  have 
feen  the  difeafe  produced  by  calomel  for 
the  cure  (as  the  patient  faid)  of  hepatitis. 
A  very  ingenious  phyfician  informed  me 
of  its  appearing  after  corr,  fublimate  for 

the 
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the  cure  of  a  bad  ulcer  on  the  leg  not  ve~ 
nergal, — it  has  appeared  on  a  woman  after 
the  ointment  which  (lie  had  been  ufing  to 
difcufs  home  hoemorrhoidal  tumours  j  the 
was  married,  denied  her  having  had  ever 
the  venereal- difeafe,  her  hufband  had 
every  reliance  on  her  virtue,  which  with 
the  abfence  of  every  venereal  fymptom 
proves  pretty  ftrongly  its  being  unconnec¬ 
ted  with  that  diforder, — in  fhort  it  fee  ins 
to  owe  its  origin  to  mercury,  whatever 
the  difeafe  may  be  in  which  his  admb 
niftred,  and  the  invariable  ill  effedts 
which  attend  its  continuation  for  the 
cure  proves  it  very  ftrongly. 

It  appeared  to  be  equally  fevere  to 
either  fex  in  the  inftances  I  had  feen. 
Dr.  Stokes,  however,  has  favoured  me 
with  a  cafe  of  uncommon  feverity  in  a 
woman,  wrho,  with  other  alarming  fymp- 
toms,  expe&orated  the  linings  of  the 

bronche^ 
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broncheae,  and  alfo  threw  off  thofe  of  the 
inteftines,  fauces,  and  nofe,  blood  flowed 
from  feme  flight  abrafions  of  the  eyes, 
the  lead  increafe  in  the  dofe  of  opium 
brought  on  delirium,  yet  fhe  recovered. 

This  complaint  is  very  eafily  repro¬ 
duced  by  the  fmalleft  quantity  of  mer¬ 
cury  internally  or  externally,  which  mult 
be  matter  of  great  did  refs  to  fuch  as  are 
obliged  to  refort  to  that  medicine  for 
cure. — My  friend  laft  mentioned,  who 
has  been  fo  liberal  in  his  communica¬ 
tions  to  me  on  this  fubjedt,  informed  me 
of  a  cafe  reproduced  by  the  mere  mixing 
of  mercurial  ointment  in  an  apothecary's 
fhop ;  and  of  another  from  a  few  calomel 
pills.  Mr.  Hufon  Bigger,  furgeon,  has 
given  me  a  Angular  one  re-produced  by 
opium,  the  whole  cafe  fhall  be  detailed 
hereafter.  Notwithstanding,  after  the 
flighter  inflances  mercury  has  been  re¬ 
lumed 


fumed  without  the  lead  inconvenience, 
nay  with  the  happieft  fuccefs ;  it  would 
feem  from  fome  cafes  that  the  difeafe 
may  be  protracted  to  any  length  of  time 
by  occasionally  renewing  the  ufe  of  mer¬ 
cury  as  the  violence  of  the  fynlptoms  de¬ 
cayed  :  every  age  is  liable  to  be  affeded 
by  it. 

I  could  never  trace  any  dependance  be¬ 
tween  the  different  degrees  of  ptyalifrfi 
and  this  difeafe,  it  has  appeared  in  every 
date  of  the  mouth  from  the  flighted; 
forenefs,  nor  have  I  ever  found  the  quant i-

ty  of  {pitting  diminiibed  by  the  eruption  * 
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nay  further,  in  one  patient  it  continued 
in  a  profufe  manner  during  a  considerable 
time  of  his  fickneis. 

In  forming  a  prognoiis,  we  mud  coil, 
dder  whether  mercury  has  been  con¬ 
tinued  to  any  coniiderable  extent  after 
the  eruption,  whether  the  patient  had 

been 
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been  expofed  to  the  continued  refpiration 
of  a  mercurial  atmofphere  ;  which  chiefly 
happens  in  thofe  hofpitals  where  par¬ 
ticular  wards  are  appropriated  to  venereal 
cafes  only  ;  and  what  is  of  much  higher 
importance,  we  mu  ft  advert  to  the  quan- 
tityand  extent  of  exudation  and  diarrhoea 
if  fuch  be  prefent $  in  proportion  as  thefe 
circumftances  are  aggravated  fo  alfo  will 
the  difeafe  be  ;  much  alfo  will  depend  on 
the  age  and  ftrength  of  the  patient,  and 
feafon  of  the  year.  Severe  and  repeated 
paroxyms  of  itchinefs  portend  much  ex¬ 
udation,  thefe  often  alternate  with  each 
other,  the  one  ceafing  as  the  other  in- 
creafes — in  general,  unlefs  in  the  moft 
exafperated  forms  and  with  great  mif- 
management  the  difeafe  is  not  very  dan¬ 
gerous  to  life — there  certainly  had  been 
a  large  proportion  of  deaths  to  the  num¬ 
ber  I  had  feen*  about  four  to  twenty — - 

but 
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but  there  was  a  combination  of  circum- 
ftances  to  produce  this, — fir  ft,  ignorance 
of  the  difeafe  and  confequent  mif- 
management,  next  a  continued  expofure 
to  the  irritation  of  a  mercurial  atmof- 
phere ;  befides  the  greater  number  of  thefe 
fatal  cafes  occurred  in  the  very  hot  fum- 
mer  of  1801,  when  other  eruptive  dif- 
cafes,  particularly  the  fcarlatina  anginofa, 
committed  great  ravages  in  the  metro¬ 
polis,  and  I  have  not  taken  into  account 
feveral  illght  cafes  which  terminated 
favourably  in  a  few  days, 

I  fhall  now  offer  a  general  plan  of  cure 
the  treatment  of  particular  fymptoms 
or  appearances  may  be  more  fatisfadorily 
colleded  from  the  cafes  to  be  afterwards 
related  :-~

The  life  of  mercury  mu  ft  be  m- 
ftantly  fufpended. 

Much  mifchief  has  arifen  from  the 
continuation  of  this  medicine  on  the 
fuppofition  that  the  eruption,  under 
consideration,  was  venereal — its  fufpen- 
fion  is  frequently  followed  by  inftant 
good  effedts  ;  if  however  the  fymptoms 
of  lues  be  very  urgent,  other  antifi- 
philidtic  medicines  may  be  reforted  to ; 
among  the  firft  we  ought  to  rank  the 
nitric  acid,  which  proves  ferviceable  not 
only  as  an  agreeable  drink,  but  alfo  for 
arrefting  the  progrefs  of  venereal  appear¬ 
ances  3  of  all  the  preparations  of  mercury

corrofive  fublimate  is  fuppofed  lead  t© 
aggravate  this  defeafe. 

The  importance  of  withdrawing  the 
patient  from, refpi ring  a  mercurial  atmof- 
phere  cannot  be  too  ftrongly  inculcated. 

The  warm  bath  fhould  be  frequently 
ufed,  efpecially  during  the  defquama* 
tion,  as  well  to  remove  the  cuticular 
flakes,  which  ferve  as  a  perpetual  fource 
of  irritation,  as  to  ameliorate  the  exuda¬ 
tion,  perhaps  too  it  exerts  a  tonic  power 
on  the  fuperficiai  veflels, — external  fti- 
mulant  and  astringent  lotions  have  been 
applied  with  temporary  advantage.— 
Spirits  diluted  with  water  gave  in  one 
cafe  a  confiderable  fufpenfion  to  the  dif- 
charge, — as  alfo  the  deco&jon  of  oak 
bark. 

The  powder  of  calamine  ftone  had 
been  ufed  in  the  ulcerated  ftate  without 
any  perceiveao.e  advantage.

Bark  and  vitriolic  acid  have  been  fre¬ 
quently  adminiftered  without  any  im¬ 
provement  to  the  patient ;  perhaps  they 
contributed  to  the  diarrhea  which  took 
them  off,  afperfions  of  flower  are  alfo 
ufed  to  abforb  the  exuded  '  fluid  and 
allay  irritations,  but  the  application 
fbould  be  of  the  fine  ft  kind  and  of  fuch; 
as  are  leaft  likely  to  thicken  and  form^ 
cakes,  otherwife  the  intentions  will  be 
defeated — very  fine  hair  powder  or  meal :

When  the  febrile  ftate  is  diminifhed5  > 
wine  given  freely  is  of  high  importance* 
and  the  patient's  appetite  may  be  grati¬ 
fied  by  eafily  digeftable  food;  much 
attention  ought  to  be  paid  to  cleanlinefs, 
the  linen  and  bed  cloths  fhould  be  fre¬ 
quently  changed.

precaution  has  been  abundantly  exem¬ 
plified,  in  a  cafe  given  me  by  Mr,  Bigger*. 
Which  has  been  unfortunately  miflaid— in 
his  patient,  a  blifter  was  applyed  between 
the  (boulders  for  the  relief  of  fome 
catarhal  affe&ions  and  oppreiTed  refpira- 
lions,*— alarming  fymptoms  of  mortifica¬ 
tion  followed  which  were  with  great  dif¬ 
ficulty  conquered. 

In  fhort  the  whole  indications  are  to 
fupport  the  patient’s  ftrength  and  obviate 
any  troublefome  appearances  that  may 
take  place. 

Having  finifhed  the  hifiory  and  treat¬ 
ment  of  this  very  fingular  difeafe,  I  fhall 
proceed  to  fubjoin  the  mod  mterefting 
of  fuch  cafes  as  occurred  within  my  own 
attendance,  or  were  communicated  to 
me  by  my  friends,  leaving  the  reader  un- 
embarralfed  to  pleafe  his  fancy  with  his 
own  theories  on  its  nattire.
